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Plane Raids In China 
Civil Wars Threaten 
Lives of Missionaries 


Pingnam, South China—During re- 
cent months, in the warfare between 
the Kwangtung and Kwangsi Pro- 
vinces, the Kwangtung army has made 
frequent use of acroplanes, placing 
Marykroll priests at Pingnam in con 
siderable danger, since the Yamen, or 
mandarian headquarters, is just across 
the street from the Pingnam Catholic 
Mission, and is the objective of bombs 
dropped by the aeroplanes. Shells 
have struck buildings about the Mis- 
sion, and one tore a large hole in the 
street outside the Mission gate. When 
the planes appear, the American mis- 
sioners go out into the yard, as they 
feel there is greater safety in the 
open. 

“These air raids have put the peo- 
ple into a miserable state of fear,” 
writes Father Thomas V. Kiernan, M. 
M., formerly of Cortland, N. Y. “The 
civil war has them distracted. The 
Province will not recover from the ef- 
fects of this strife for a generation.”
